Ups Salaries; 
Orders Building 


‘Trustees of the Menlo Park Ele- 
mentary school district, meeting 
Monday night, turned down pro- 
posals of residents to use the full 
$2 tax rate for construction of a 
new school building, and granted 
a blanket increase of $150 for teach- 
ers. 


The board, while declining to 
use all the permissive tax rate, 
nevertheless provided for con- 
struction of a new building at EI- 
der and Santa Cruz avenues to 
serve the western part of the dist- 
rict in line with residents’ wishes. 

Action was taken following an 
open hearing Monday night on 
the $172,948 budget for the 1948- 
49. More than 60 persons attend- 
ed the session. 


The board decided the 1948-49 
tax rate would be $1.65 per $100 of 
assessed valuation, about the same 
as last year, and adopted a plan 
to provide $175,000 for construction 
of a six-room school at the Elder- 
Santa Cruz avenue site, against 
which condemnation proceedings 
have been ordered. Trustees indi- 
cated that new school might be 
ready in September, 1949. 

The financing plan adopted Mon- 
day night includes an $82,000 bond 
issue. . Remainder of the $175,000 
would be made up of $68,000 in tax- 
es and $25,000 expected to be left 
from the last bond issue. 

Board Chairman George Angus 
opposed use of the full $2 tax rate 
on grounds it might jeopardize 
passage of the $82,000 bond issue. 


Superintendent Mel Homfeld 
likewise opposed full use of the 
levy, pointing out it might pre- 
vent a possible additional levy for 
teachers’ increased salaries. 


Ben Holland, a trustee, declared 
that the board is as eager as anyone 
to obtain a new schoél for the west- 
ern area, but that it must see that 
the tax rate is kept as low as pos- 
sible. 


The blanket increase of $150 a year 
in teachers’ pay was recommended 
by Homfeld, who said the district 
cannot continue to employe the best 
teachers without a boost in salaries. 

The board transferred $4464 from 
the undistributed reserve fund to 
cover the cost of the increase. The 
boost will raise the budget sum for 
teachers’ pay from $87,080 to $91,544.

Tax Set For

Graves proposed that if such a tax 
is imposed, it be done simultan- | 
ecusly by all Peninsula cities. 

Tonight’s discussion will be in- 
formal, to obtain views of offic- 
ials. Any action toward actual 
levying of sales taxes would have 
to be done by the various city 
councils. 


Mayors and city managers from 


municipalities between Daly City 
and San Jose are expected to at- 
tend tonight’s meeting. 


Mayor Burgess said that while 
Menlo Park is now adequately fi- 
nanced, he would favor a sales tax 
providing it was used entirely to re- 
duce the property tax rate. He said 
that if Menlo Park should impose a 
sales levy, the proceeds should be 
kept untouched in a fund up until 
the time the budget and property 
tax rate is adopted. 

The amount of money in the 
sales tax fund then could be used 

to effect a reduction in the prop- 
erty tax, he said. 

Mayor Burgess said that imposi- 
tion of a city sales tax not only 
would relieve property owners’ taxes, 
but would collect revenue from per- 
sons living outside Menlo Park who 
use the city’s streets and parking 
facilities to shop here.

NEW EMPLOYMENT HIGHS 


Some interesting facts on California’s economic picture 
have been provided by the state department of industrial re- 
lations, which reports that four manufacturing industries 
reached all-time employment highs in June. These were lum- 
ber and timber; stone, clay and glass products; paper and 
allied products, and printing and publishing. 

The lumber and timber industry employed 39,200 persons 
in June, compared with 33,600 in June, 1947. Wartime peak 
in this industry was 29,800. The record number of 35,200 
employes in manufacture of stone, clay and glass products in 
June was up 2700 from June of last year. 

Establishments producing paper and allied products in 
June more than doubled their personnel since April, 1940, from 
6100 to 12,500. 

Each month this year, employment in printing and publish- 
ing has increased, reaching the record of 48,600 in June. This 
is a gain of almost 50 per cent from the April, 1940 level of! 
32,600. 

Expansion in these four industries, recovery in the auto- 
mobile industry, and seasonal boosts in food and apparel indust- | 
ries contributed to raise employment in all California manu- 
facturing to a high for the year in June. Wage and salary 
earners in manufacturing industries totaled 712,900, a.gain 
of 16,600 from the previous month and 23,600 from June a 
year ago. 

Viewers-with-alarm should take comfort in the report. 
There seems to be no reason to sing the economic blues now 
or in the foreseeable future. 


ABOUT AIRCRAFT PRODUCTION 


Before anyone gets too jubilant over the United States air 
power expansion ordered by congress, he would do well to con- 
sider these cold facts offered by the Aircraft Industries As- 
sociation of America: 

Replacement needs of the enlarged army air forces and 
naval aviation will require the industry to reach an annual 
rate of more than 4,000 planes by early 1950. Annual output 
of combat planes has averaged about 1400 since V-J day. 

In terms of man-hours required, a combat plane is nearly 
10 times as difficult to design and produce as were those de- 
signed and produced prior to 1942. Where the first four- 
engine bombers of World War II required 150,000 engineering 
man-hours, the 1948 counterparts consume 1,400,000 hours. 

Speeds have increased from 300 to 600-plus miles an hour, 
and operating altitudes from 30,000 to 50,000 feet. This has 
complicated the design of structures as well as accessory and 
control equipment. 

Higher speeds and altitudes place premiums on accuracy. 

Delivery of materials and parts particularly takes time. 
For instance, aluminum requires more than a year from mine 
to assembly line.. For engine units, up to two years is required 
for latest design jets.

The mayors of the Peninsula cit- 
ies have been invited to meet to- 
night in Menlo Park to discuss the 
suggestion that all Peninsula cities 
simultaneously adopt a one-half per 
cent city sales tax.. The merit of 


;such a suggestion lies in the fact 


that no competitive advantage for 
retail stores is one city as against 
another would exist. It is prob- 
able that the competitive angle has 
been overstressed, as it has been as- 
serted that in Southern California, 


with its dozens of contiguous cities, | 


experience has shown that people 
will not walk across the street to 
save one-half of one percent. 

Many, perhaps most, cities of the 
state are desperately in need of ad- 
ditional operating revenue, and the 
sales tax field is the only avenue 
other than the badly overworked 
property tax which offers the kind 
of money these cities need. As a re- 
sult about one-third of the cities of 
this state have a municipal sales 
tax of one-half or of a full one per 
cent, including the four largest, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, Oakland 
and San Diega. The list is growing. 

Menlo Park fortunately is ade- 
quately financed on its present tax 
structure so far as the city govern- 
ment is concerned. From a broader 
viewpoint, however, the city would 
be pressed indeed if it had to sup- 
port its own fire department and 
sewer department within its present 
tax rate limit. The rates of the fire 
district and the sanitary district 
last year totaled as much as the 
entire tax rate. Thus, our overall 
tax rate, which was almost $7 last 
year, is quite substantial. If it 
could be reduced through the pro- 
ceeds of a sales tax, the tax struc- 
ture would be improved. My own 
feeling, and that of at least the ma- 
jority of the other councilmen, is 
that were Menlo Park to go along 
with other Peninsula cities in the 
enactment of such a tax, it would be 
only under an ordinance which 
would require that the proceeds of 
our tax be impounded, and applied 
to the reduction of the property tax 
rate of the following year. 

The municipal sales tax has other 
attractions than yield and cheap- 
ness to collect. It is less regres- 
sive than the property tax. It touch- 
es people not much affected by prop- 
erty taxes, especially in these times 
of rent control.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
MENLO PARK ESTABLISHING A 
RECREATION COMMISSION OF 
SAID CITY AND PRESCRIBING 
TERMS OF OFFICE OF THE MEM- 
BERS THEREOF AND DEFINING 
THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF 
SUCH COMMISSION. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does hereby ordain as 
follows: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby es- 
tablished a Recreation commission 
of the City of Menlo Park to consist 
of nine members, seven of which 
members shall be appointed by the 
Mayor of said City subject to the 
approval of the City Council, and 
the remaining two members shall 
consist of the Recreation Director 
and City Manager of said City, 
each of whom shall be ex-officio 
members of said Commission. 


Of the members of the Commis- 
sion first appointed, two shall be 
appointed for terms of one year, two 
for terms of two years, two for terms 
of three years, and one for the term 
of four years. Their successors 
shall be appointed for terms of four 
years. If a vacancy shall occur 
otherwise and by expiration of term, 
it shall be filled by appointment for 
the unexpired portion of the term. 
The terms of ex-officio members 
shall correspond to their respective 
official tenures. 

In addition to the regular mem- 

bers of said Commission (exclud- 
ing however, the ex-officio mem- 
bers) the said Recreation Commis- 
sion shall consist of seven alternate 
members; the seven alternate mem- 
bers shall be appointed in the same 
manner as the regular members, sub- 
ject to the approval of the City Coun- 
cil, and each of said members shall 
have the right and privilege, subject 
to the same obligations and duties, 
as the regular members with the ex- 
ception that an alternate member 
shall not be entitled to vote with re- 
spect to matters before the Commis- 
sion when the member for whom 
he is named alternate, is present 
at the same meeting of the Com- 
‘mission; however, in the absence of 
the member for whom he was named 
alternate, the alternate member 
shall be entitled to vote in the ab- 
sence of said regular member. Each 
of the regular members shall be en- 
titled to recommend the appoint- 
ment of his alternate, and the May- 
or shall be entitled to consider said 
recommendation when making the 
appointment of the alternate mem- 
ber. Each alternate member ap- 
pointed hereunder shall hold office 
for the same term as the member for 
whom he was named alternate. 

SECTION 2. The officers of said 
Commission shall be a Chairman 
and a Secretary, each of whom shall 
serve for a period of one year. 
Yearly thereafter an election shall 
be held by the Commission to elect 
such officers for the following year 
term. 

The Commission shall hold at least 
one regular meeting in each month; 
meetings shall be presided over by 
the Chairman or in his absence by 
a chairman pro tem selected at such 
meeting by the members present. 
Special meetings may be called at 


any time by the Chairman, or any | 


three members of the Commission, 
provided, in the latter instance writ- 
ten notice of said meeting is given 
each member specifying the time 
thereof at least four hours prior 
thereto. 

All meetings shall be open to the 
public. 

SECTION 3. The Commission 
shall adopt rules for the transaction 
of business and shall keep a record 
of its resolution, transactions, find- 
ings and determinations, which re- 
cord shall be a public record. 

The Commission shall have avail- 
able to it as it may require the ser- 
vices of the City Engineer, City 
Attorney and other officials and of- 
ficers of the City of Menlo Park, 
{who may be requested to attend a 
/meeting of the Commission to fur- 
j nish technical advice and services 
subject to their prior engagement in 
‘other public duties. 
| SECTION 4. The Commission 
; Shall endeavor to promote public in- 
{terest in and understanding of the 
recreation program, facilities and 
business, official plans and regula- 
jtions relating thereto. It shall be 


W. H. AUGUSTUS, a part of its duties to consult and 


advise with public officials and ag- 
encies, civic, educational, profes- 
sional and other organizations, and 
with citizens generally, with relation 
to the carrying out of recreation 
plans. In general, the Commission 
shall have such power as may be 
necessary to enable it to fulfill its 
functions and carry out the pur- 
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poses of this Ordinance subject, 
however, to the orders, rules, regula- 
tions and confirmation of the City 
Council of said City. 


The general objectives of the 
Commission shall be to encourage, 
foster, facilitate, establish and main- 
tain a systematized program of re- 
creation. 

SECTION 5. In addition to the 
foregoing, the duties of the Com- 
mission shall consist of recommend- 
ing to the City Council the estab- 
lishment of an adequate system of 
Playgrounds and any other recrea- 
tion facility which it deems advis- 
able, including equipment and main- 
tenance thereof and provisions for 
adequate and compensated person- 
nel required therefor; and, to re- 
commend to said City Council the 
acquisition of equipment and other 
personal property as in the Com- 
mission’s judgment are deemed nec- 
essary to affect the desired object- 
ives. 

The Recreation Commission shall 
adopt rules and regulations with 
respect to the operation and use 
of the recreation facilities in the 
City of Menlo Park; said rules and 
regulations shall provide for the ad- 
ministration of the recreation facil- 
ities, the uses, programs and pro- 
gram schedules and the prices of ad- 
mission connected with the uses and 
programs connected with said recre- 
ation facilities. Said rules and reg- 
ulations, as adopted by the Recre- 
ation Commission, shall be subject 
to the confirmation and approval 
of the City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park and when approved and 
confirmed by Resolution of said 
City Council, the same shall become 
the enforceable rules and regula- 
tions of the Recreation Commission 
of said City and the charges and 
admission prices set forth in said 
rules and regulations when approved 
and confirmed by said City Coun- 
cil shall be the enforceable charg- 
es and admission prices governing 
the uses of the recreation facilities 
for which charges and admission 
prices are designated. 

The Recreation Commission as 
herein established, shall prepare 
and deliver to the City Council an 
annual report on the activities of 
the Commission which will be trans- 
mitted to the City Council on or be- 
fore the 30th day of September of 
each year. 

SECTION 6. The action of the 
Commission shall be recommenda- 
atory to the City Council, and the 
members thereof shall serve without 
compensation. The City Council 
shall have full control of the ex- 
penditure of funds respecting the 
Commission’s activities and also full 
control over the responsibility, col- 
lection and deposit of revenue re- 
sulting from or connected with the 
activities of the Recreation Com- 
mission in its sponsorship or main- 
tenance of recreational facilities 
within the City. 

SECTION 7. The City Council 
shall yearly appropriate such mon- 
ies, and allow the use of such City 
property, real and personal, as said 
City Council may deem necessary 
for the purpose of. carrying on the 
activities of the Commission. 

SECTION 8. All matters pertain- 
ing to playgrounds and recreation 
i activities and facilities coming be- 
fore the City Council, or City Man- 
ager, may be referred by said City 
Council to the Commission for its 
recommendations and suggestions; 
the Commission shall make its re- 
commendation and suggestion to 
the City Council in the manner and 
within the time specified by said 
City Council at the time the mat- 
ter is referred to the Commission. 

SECTION 9. All Ordinances or 
parts of Ordinances of the City of 
Menlo Park in conflict herewith, are 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 10. This Ordinance 
shall be published once in the Men- 
lo Park Recorder, a newspaper 
printed, published and circulated 
within the City of Menlo Park and 
shall take effect thirty days from 
and after its passage and adoption.
